"Objective Counsel on a Doctor's Problems" 
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I am writing this iollowing the clinical meeting of the American Medi¬ 
cal Association in Miami Beach, Florida. For the first time in my medical 
career I attended the open sessions of the House of Delegates. It was a 
valuable and enlightening experience. Moreover, I learned that most of the 
general sessions of the House of Delegates are open to all members of the 
AMA. In fact, they are welcomed. Seating space, however, is the principal 
problem and obviously limits the number that may attend. 

I was pleased and proud of this dedicated body of men who work long 
hours on innumerable committees, all of which relates objectively in one 
way or another to better care for the patient. 

While King-Anderson type legislation is reported out of one, and only 
one committee, the report on this bill, with its new lease on life following the 
Democrat landslide, hung like a shroud over the entire meeting. Further, 
President Johnson's apparent plan to push for early passage of a medicare 
bill under Social Security in the 89th Congress was all the more frustrating. 

I wondered—How could Congress pass a law that must ultimately pose 
bankruptcy for the present Social Security system in the United States, re¬ 
membering that this same Social Security system has present obligations of 
more than $625 billion dollars, and a trust fund of less than $22 billion dollars? 

What would happen in a recession, or depression, if a steadily expanding 
medicare bill were added to this present awkward imbalance? 

How can Congress pass a law that will impose a compulsory tax on the 
young worker, with a moderate income, to pay for hospital care for millions 
regardless of the financial needs of the beneficiaries of such services? 

Why does Congress fail to push and help implement the Kerr-Mills law 
in all states? Kerr-Mills helps those that need assistance using the present 
available social, state, and local facilities. 

How can Congress pass a law that excludes the long, valid, and re¬ 
liable experience of Blue Cross and the private insurance industry in pro¬ 
viding the hospital services for the elderly? 

How can Congress pass a law that will in effect accept the principle 
of socialized medicine and commit the United States to an irreversible pro¬ 
gram destined for expansion? 

How and why?—Politics! Political expediency! Votes! The professional 
politician will tell you this is a political bill not a medical bill. 

Yet—Politics is the "art of the possible". Perhaps there is still a chance 
that the people of our country and the Congress, if properly informed, will 
reject this socialized scheme and demand a law that the doctors can support 
—a free enterprise law—one that works best in our democracy. 

Anyway, at this eleventh hour, the AMA will now go all out, using every 
means at their disposal to educate the public and the Congress of the United 
States that "Medicare" is socialized medicine—bad medicine—bad for the 
patient and bad for the country. To accomplish this, objective, massive action 
in an imaginative and dramatic way will be required. 

Meanwhile, the overwhelming majority of the doctors of our land will 
fervently pray that the United States Senate and House of Representatives 
will transcend political expediency and use deliberate and intelligent states¬ 
manship to resolve this maior legislation. 

To all freedom loving Americans the prophetic words of the poet John 
Donne were never so loud or so clear: "And therefore never send to know 
for whom the bell tolls; it tolls for thee." —John ]. McDonough, M.D.

1965 will be an active, dynamic year for this Medical Society. The 
members elected and appointed to positions of leadership are interested and 
vital physicians who will recognize and face our problems. They will seek 
solutions in the light of their understanding of modern Medicine, set against 
the background of today's society.

We 
must emphasize, both in word and action, the positive values of Medicine, 
as practiced today: exemplary patient care, warm and empathetic physician- 
patient relationships, availability in emergencies, and patience and under¬ 
standing. It is these positive values that are in danger under a system of 
federalized Medicine. 

What role will the Bulletin play amidst all this activity? We will attempt, 
above all, to be practical. We will print news and commentary appropriate 
to the moment. We will try to keep you informed, and we will be available 
for your comments and suggestions. We will publish material of value to 
the man in practice. We will encourage full participation by the members 
in the affairs of the Society. And we will feel free to editorialize.

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JIM COMSTOCK IS INAUGURAL NIGHT SPEAKER 

There are two rather noteworthy things in con¬ 
nection with the 1965 annual banquet of the Ma¬ 
honing County Medical Society to be held on 
Wednesday, Jan. 20, at the Youngstown Club. 

One of them is the change of format that makes 
it a stag affair. The other is Jim Comstock, the 
speaker. 

Jim Comstock, editor of The West Virginia 
Hillbilly, an all-state newspaper, and The News 
Leader, a county paper for his native Nicholas 
County, wouldn't live anywhere in the world but 
West Virginia. 

He tells why. "When I came to West Vir¬ 
ginia I was a more or less hopeless invalid. I 
could only make my wants known by a strange 
kind of noise. I could not walk, or in truth, sit alone. I was not conscious 
of my surroundings, and took very little interest in the world about me. But 
the healthy climate of this state slowly wrought a change in me. It wasn't 
long until I had my voice and could make my wants known. It is all a joke 
of a kind, but a good one. I was born in West Virginia." 

Jim Comstock was born in Richwood, the town that he has always lived 
in, in 1911. He went away three times: Once to college (Marshall,) to defense 
work in the war (General Machinery at South Charleston,) and to fight in 
the war (Navy.) He married a home product and produced three more home 
products, and two of those products have now produced him three grand- 
products. His mission is to tell you about the product that gave him mors 
trouble than all his products, his newspapers. 

Mr. Comstock's main hobby is book collecting, a thing that has now 
become a part of his newspaper business because he follows all the book 
markets out of West Virginia—Cleveland, Baltimore, New York—and brings 
back the books that deal with the mountains and sells them to mountain 
people. 

About his hectic newspaper life, he says: "Shakespeare summed it up. 
He said: 'Some editors are born wacky, some acquire wackiness and others 
have wackiness thrust upon them.' Mine has been thrust." 

Jim's acceptance of the invitation sent by Dr. Berg, program chairman, 
was typical. The entire letter read: "I'll be with you on January 20, God 
willin' and the creek stays dry." 

In a later letter of confirmation, he stated, "I would love to come as 
you don't have to draw any pictures for doctors, and you have the time of 
your life along with the audience." 

The banquet will be in honor of outgoing officers, and new officers will 
be installed. Ceremonies will include the presentation of an appreciation 
plaque to Dr. Jack Schreiber, retiring president, and the presentation of a 
bound volume of the 1964 Bulletin to the Editor, Dr. R. G. Warnock.

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VOLUNTARY HEALTH ORGINZATIONS 

I. Introduction 

In most communities, there are a number of voluntary health agencies, 
usually local chapters of national organizations, which perform various 
services—educational, research, and, in some instances, medical care—in 
various health spheres. These agencies reflect the interest and concern of 
the American public with the improvement of health and eradication of 
disease. They are effective channels through which individuals can actively 
demonstrate an interest in community affairs. In general, these organiza¬ 
tions often fill gaps in the health field which might otherwise go unfulfilled, 
and they often unite the medical profession with other volunteer citizens in 
attacking health problems. However, the relationships of these agencies to 
the practicing physicians and the medical society are not always clear. 
Nor are we always informed of the precise functions of each of the agencies. 
In the hope of clearing up these and other questions, this article and several 
others in subsequent Bulletins have been written. 

Today's article discusses the general attitude of Medicine toward these 
agencies, and explores the various physician-agency relationships. Subse¬ 
quent articles will deal in detail with the actual, concrete services available 
to practicing physicians and their patients in our community. The material 
for today's discussion comes in large part from the American Medical As¬ 
sociation Directory of National Voluntary Health Organizations, 1964 Edition. 
The remaining information was culled from answers received to a letter 
sent to most of the local voluntary health agencies. This letter, dated October 
7, 1964, requested information regarding actual services available, methods 
of obtaining these services, professional staff, and finances. 

Since the community looks to physicians for endorsements of a health 
agency, the physician should speak well of an agency whenever possible. 
The agencies are generally organized by interested and dedicated volunteers, 
and deserve our understanding, assistance and support. The official attitude 
of the AMA agrees with this opinion: 

"The voluntary health movement . . . develops a mutual respect and 
understanding between the medical profession and other dedicated 
persons by blending the talents of both to achieve an effective pro¬ 
gram. The AMA has always recognized the valuable contributions 
of the voluntary health agencies in the health field." 

The AMA suggests the establishment of certain relationships and the 
recognition of mutual obligations between medical societies and voluntary 
health agencies. Medical society activities to promote understanding of these 
agencies are considered highly desirable. 

What is the role of the individual physician in relation to the voluntary 
health agencies? He may play four different roles, or sometimes a combina¬ 
tion of them: 

(1) He may be delegated as an official representative of his medical 
association, in which case he acts for the medical society expressing 
the consensus of his colleagues. 

(2) He may be called on by an agency to serve it as an individual phy¬ 
sician in ways suggested by his specific professional interests. 

(3) He may seek membership on his own accord and become active in 
an agency's program because of his own interests. 

(4) He may use a health agency as a medium for public service as a 
private citizen interested in his community and regardless of his 
profession. 

"The obligations of these roles are quite different. Both the physician 
and the voluntary health agency he is serving must recognize the particular 
role being played." (to be continued)

DR. ROBERT B. POLING
